The Author ot Our Faith. 
"Look unto Jesus tlm author and finisher of our faith." I fob. 12: 2. 

ThU passage is just another expression of the 
same sort that predominates throughout the inspir- 
ed volume : for there is no other name given under 
heaven whereby ye must be saved. Acts 4:12. 
We know nothing of the Lord Jesus except what 
we read in the Gospel, as bet forth by those that 
heard him. We can therefore only look unto Jesus 
through the Gospel. "But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other Gospel unto you, 
than that we have preached unto you, let him he 
accursed." Gal 1 : 8. From the very nature of this 
language, it is evident that Faul preached the Gos- 
pel of Christ, as he was taught by his colaborers, 
and the Holy Spirit ; and in that way was looking 
unto Jesus. "I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God unto salvation." 
Rom. 1 : 16. "I am determined not to know any 
thing among you save Jesus Christ and him cruci- 
fied." 1 Cor. 2 : 2. "Then Phillip opened his 
mouth and began at the same scripture and preach- 
unto him Jesus." Why should quotations be 
made further : there is not a chapter in the new 
dispensation that does not contain the substance of 
the above text. But a terrible failure is made by 
too many, is most surely believed. The writer 
confesseth his own weekness in these shortcomings. 
And whoever may be the reader of this article, is 
especially invited to scrutinize his own conscience, 
in order that be may know of a certainty whether 
it is to Jesus that he is looking, or to something 
else. 

If it is to something else that we are looking, 
then Jesus is not the author and finisher of our 
faith. Building upon some other foundation In- 
side that which Christ has laid, is looking unto 
something else j Burely not unto Jesus, We are 
sometimes very active in criticising other denomi- 
nations for their dogmas, rules, customs, beliefs 
and catechisms. Looking unto the pop«, or the 
fathers, and their customs, habits, and established 
usages ; such as the traditional head dress ; grand- 
father's coat collar; unformity in attire ; of which 
a number denominations have adopted, in conformi- 
ty to their tastes. All of which we take exceptions 
to, and say that Jesus is not the author of such a 
faith ; but that there are departures obtained by 
not looking unto Jesus, but upon something else. 
Watch that ye enter not into temptation. 

We shall improve by other men's faults ; and if 
we find too much fault with other professional 
Christians, for practicing these peculiarities do 
we not also thus far fail to look unto Jesus? "There 
are difference of administrations but the same 
Lord and there are diversities of operations, but 
it is the samn God which worketh all in all." 1 Cor. 
12 : G, 7. Could it not be possible then that these 
deviations be allowed as diversities of operations, 
and the devotees may .'■till be looking unto Jesus V 
We all believe it will be a merciful being into 
whose hands we will fall ; and unless our short- 


coinings will be expunged, our situation we must 
admit will be equally deplorable. God is do re- 
specter of person ; and we can not expect that we 
are a privileged class ; and that it will be our es- 
pecial sphere of duty to sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel (other sects.) 
If some of our members should have blundered in- 
to such a belief as the latter, I pity their poor 
souls. My advice would be pull this beam out of 
your eye; for it is the same Bplinter you saw in 
your brother's eye. 

The principels that lead to self righteousness ; 
or expected favoritism ; bestowed upon peculiari- 
ties, is what the brethren had a plentiful foretaste ; 
and should therefore shy from it. We have taken 
our stand. Our motto is "Looking unto Jesus" 
through the gospel. "The gospel the whole .gos- 
pel and nothing but the gospel." This is one sure 
word of prophecy, "Wherein ye do well that ye 
take heed." The writers object is not to criticise 
the works of others ; for every one shall give an 
account of himself to God ; but that we may our- 
selves take heed, and build upon a sure foundation, 
of which "Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner stone." 

The quotation at the head of this article can not 
be misunderstood i all men with good common 
sense, in all ages understood it alike. Paul preach- 
ed it ; so did all the apostles. Wesley and Luther 
done the Bame. All denominations proclaim it to 
saint and sinner alike. Looking unto Jesus it 
does not carry with it anything mysterious, until 
the doctrines and commandments of men are sub- 
stituted ; and then one or the other of the two 
authorities must be obliterated. 

Looking unto baal, or "looking unto Jesus." 
The first index finger raised and pointed in holy 
writ, is as follows, "behold (look) the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sins of the world." John 1 : 
24, and verse 3fJ reads, "And looking unto Jesus 
as ho walked, he saith behold (look) the Lamb of 
God." In conclusion the importance of this text 
presents itself anew, in all its briliancy and luster, 
therefore "Let us run with patience the race that 
is set before us, looking unto Jesus, the author 
and finisher of our faith ; who, for the joy that 
was set he fore him endured the cross, despised the 
ahame and is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God."

ed what I have called the indbeure. Before the 
Babylonian captivity they resented it, and rebelled 
against it constantly, delighting to "mingle among 
the heathen and learn their works." But after 
that great national lesson it was just the reverse. ' 
They became proud of their peculiar position, and 
made the fence higher and stronger than God baa 
done. 

This latter tendency displayed itself in the early 
church. The first believers were all Jews, and they 
showed no disposition to break down the wall. 
The church never dreamed of the Gentiles being 
received as they were ; they thought circumcision 
would be the condition of a share in the new cov- 
enant as in the old ; they were willing to open the 
garden gale, but not to break down the garden wall. 
Hence the indignation with which the Jerusalem 
belie vers heard the news of Peter's doings at 
Cesarea. 

Is not history repeating itself on every hand. 
Modern sects pile up rails, split out of their own 
prejudice and preferences, upon God's fence, until it 
has assumed proportion beyond all reason and 
scripture. It should be the work of all honest re- 
formers to tear down these rails placed there by 
human hands — yes, tearing them all- down, not 
leaving a few that may just coincide with our 
peculiar prejudices, assuming that it just needs 
these few, that we favor, to make the fence symmetri- 
cal and of the proper height. Let us tear down 
all that has been placed there by human hands, 
and be content with God's naked fence. It is 
sufficient.

SOMETHING MORE ABOUT "CHRISTIAN FENCING.

We are accustomed to hearing of the division of 
mankind into jews and Gentiles, without at all un- 
derstanding how the division arose, or what was 
the oblect of it. By investigating this subject we 
may better comprehend the meaning wrapped up 
in the expression, "the middle wall of partition." 

Take an illustration. Suppose a tract of waste 
land. A man wishes to reclaim and cultivate it. 
He may find it the best plan to choose a small 
piece to begin with, to inclose it, (for protection,) to 
cultivate it first ; and then, when he is ready to 
take in more ground, he will naturally remove the 
inclosing wall or fence. 

Now God, in reclaiming the fallen race of man, 
took this very course. He chose on family and 
nation, and while be was educating it, making 
known to it his will, preparing it for the advent of 
the Redeemer. He inclosed them, separated them 
from other nations, put a fence around to keep them 
apart ; and that fence consisted of such special 
ordinances as circumcision, the law against mar- 
riages with foreigners, the rules about clean and 
unclean food, etc. See on the last point, Lev. 20 : 
24, 25 : "I am the Lord your God, which have 
separated you from other people. Ye shall there- 
fore put difference between clean beasts and un- 
clean," etc. 

This fence is called in Eph. 2 : 14, the "middle 
wall of partition" between JewB and Gentiles. In 
that verse we read of the "wall" being "broken 
down" by Christ. Why was it broken down? 
Because now God's garden was to be larger: the 
Gentile was to be part of it. 

It is worth while noticing how the Jews regard-

If you ask most men 
a reason of the hope that is in them, they will say 
because God is merciful and Christ died for sinners 
and the like general reasons, which any man in the 
world may give as well as thoy. But put them to 
prove their interest in Christ and in the saving 
mercy of God snd they can say nothing to the pur- 
pose. If God or man should say to them, what 
care is thy soul ? Is it regenerated, sanctified and 
pardoned or not ? He would say as Cain to Abel : 
I know not ; am I my soul's keeper? I hope well, 
t trust God with my soul, I shall speed as well as 
other men do. I thank God I never made any 
doubt of my sal vation.
